S im ultaneously a

“ governor is ready” and he is “eager 
to m eet the legislature.’* 
T he governor’s action was accept­ 
ed as a challenge for a finish fight 
w ith m em bers of the legislature who 
h a v e sought his im peachm ent and 
his advisers m ade no effort to hide 
the fact th a t they w ere p rep arin g for 
th e attack. 
T he governor’s call precedes by 
less th a n a w eek a session sum m on­ 
ed by a m ajority of the m em bers of 
th e low er house for O ctober 17, a t 
w hich a general investigation of im ­ 
p each ab le sta te officers would be 
m ade. 
T h e call indicated th a t 
evidence 
adduced by m ilitary courts of inquiry 
th ro u g h o u t the state, would be plac­ 
ed before th e legislature to support 
th e executive’s dem and for anti-Ku 
K lu x K lan legislation? 
C ounselor B lake declared th a t “the 
call indicates th a t m artial law' will 
be lifted soon.” 
H e declined to indicate details of 
a n y program th a t m ight look to th a t 
end.

ground, 
Yankee 
Stadium, the first 
wonder of the baseball world, built 
on the Bronx 
side 
of the Harlem 
River by the New York American 
League club at an estimated cost of 
more than $2,500,000. 
About ten acres of ground, pur­ 
chased from the estate of William 
W aldorf Astor by Colonels T. L. Hus­ 
ton and Jacob Ruppert, 
then 
joint 
owners of the Yankees, were utilized 
in providing the great stadium. 
It 
was said that the ground cost $600,- 
000. 
Some of the land was filled in, 
the filling 
in process 
at 
various 
places serving to keep out the w aters 
of the Harlem, which in years gone 
by ebbed and flowed over it. 
The leveling of the field was com­ 
pleted in 1921 and the construction 
of the triple deck stand started in 
the spring of 1922. 
Sod was hauled 
from Long Island for the top-cover 
of the diamond, and dirt suitable for 
the 
under-layers 
transported from 
distant points. 
The triple-deck stand, a novelty in 
baseball, includes a messanine floor. 
Wide seats, with ample aisle room as­ 
sure fans a good view of the playing 
field from every angle. The extreme 
length and width of the plot is 700 
feet and the area of the playing field 
IGO,OOO square feet. 
In the construction of the stands 
2,500 tons of structural steel, 1,000 
tons of reinforcing steel, 30,000 yards 
of concrete, 2 ,000,000 board feet of 
lum ber for bleachers and concrete 
forms, 600,000 lineal feet of lumber 
for stand chairs, and four miles of 
iron piping were used. 
The seating capacity of the stadi­ 
um is 62,500, but there is room for 
m any more thousands to stand. The 
record paid 
attendance 
during the 
past season was recorded on Septem­ 
ber 16 when 60,331 fans w ent through 
the turnstiles. 
On dedication day, the opening of 
the season, the Stadium housed prob­ 
ably its greatest throng, around 70,- 
000. The count at the time was offi­ 
cially announced as 74,217, but later 
* the Y'ankee 
m anagem ent 
adm itted 
this figure was fictitious, insisting 
however th at the seating capacity 
had been exceeded 
by 
something 
close to 10,000.

way out of the dilemma. 
Conservation of party prestige, em ­ 
oluments of public officers and con­ 
cern over political patronage are de­ 
clared to have played an 
unusual 
part in the interparty truce, which 
was preceded by a day of bartering 
and jockeying 
for 
position. 
The 
coalition leaders apparently prefer­ 
red to risk their immediate political 
future by giving the four-party bloc 
another tryout to taking a chance cl 
being eliminated from the nation’s 
affairs through the advent of the dic­ 
tatorship 
with 
which 
they 
were 
threatened. 
Chancellor Stresem ann succumbed 
to the partisian^onslaughter and com­ 
pletely jettisoned his earlier plan of 
defiance to the Reichstag by con­ 
fronting it with a restricted ministry 
of nonpartisan experts, which would 
have been invested with extraordi­ 
nary authority by virtue of dictator­ 
ial decree of President Ebert. 
Predictions around the Reichstag 
accord the resurrected coalition a 
short parliam entary existence. 
It is 
declared the present makeshift solu­ 
tion will have an inevitable sequel in 
the nature of a dectatorial regime, 
without which, it is now commonly 
believed, an effective salvaging 
of 
Germany’s chaotic 
economics’ is in 
conceivable. 
W hile President E bert acquiesced 
in yesterday’s patched-up truce those 
who profess to know his views be­ 
lieve the head of the republic now 
is the only man qualified to assume 
a drastic initiative and that he is des­ 
tined to play a historic role in the 
not too distant future. 
None of the industrial experts with 
whom Chancellor 
Stresem ann con­ 
ferred on the question of entering a 
restricted Cabinet appeared attract­ 
ed by the prospects of 
quarreling 
with the Reichstag and politely in­ 
formed the Chancellor that the elim­ 
ination of Parliam ent would be a pri­ 
mary precondition to any serious a t­ 
tem pt at internal reconstruction.

UNITE TO ADVANCE 
CAUSE OF RELIGION

NEW YORK, Oct. 6.—Representa­ 
tives of the twelve leading Protes­ 
tant denominations have joined re­ 
cently in tho incorporation of a new 
religious educational body known as 
"The Institute for the Advancement 
of Christian Knowledge.’* This was 
announced today by Judge Henry 
Wade Rogers, L. L. D., president of 
the Institute. 
The first step in the 
institute’s program, 
which 
contem­ 
plated the study of religious prob­ 
lems and engaging in religious sur­ 
veys and researches, will be to se­ 
cure the publication of an American 
Encyclopedia of Christianity. 
Plans for getting out the encyclo­ 
pedia for American Protestants are 
already under way, with an editorial 
borfrd of nine Protestants scholars, 
headed by Dr. Joseph Cullen Ayer, 
professor 
of 
ecclesiastical 
history 
in the Divine School of the Protes­ 
tant Episcopal Church, in Philadel­ 
phia. The work will be in twelve 
volumes, of approximately a million 
words each, and will take six years 
to

completed.

editorial 
policy will be strictly impartial from 
an object point of view, and it is 
proposed to let at least two different 
writers handle subjects 
that 
are 
open to controversy.

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DICTATORS, KINGS 
AND DEMOCRACIES. 


" The Spanish government is now operat- 
0* 
iog under the rule of a military directorate 
headed by General Primo Rivera who led 
the recent military revolt which overthrew 
the cabinet. 
This body held its first meet­ 
ing, the scene of the meeting being the 
royal palace and King Alfonso being pres- 
net. 
To what extent the monarch partici­ 
pated is not revealed in 
the 
dispatches. 
Kings in whose countries 
revolutions like 
this one or like the Fascisti revolution in 
Italy have just taken place find it necessary 
to move 
circumspectly. 
Whether 
or not 
they approve of the powers that have as­ 
sumed control and whether or not they like 
the leaders who have seized the reins, they 
realize that if they are to hold their jobs 
and draw their perquisites the things for 
them to do is to say nothing. 
£ Nevertheless, to a very considerable ex­ 
tent both the Spanish revolution and the 
Italian revolution 
represent 
a revival of 
fundamental principles of monarchial rule, 
and they may work out in the end to the 
benefit of monarchy, though it is possible 
that in the meantime 
they 
will consign 
some existing monarchs to the scrap heap. 
At the beginning the strongest and ablest 
man became king. 
In a measure Italy and 
Spain represent a return to this manner of 
selecting rulers. 
Mussolini is not king of 
Italy and Rivera is not king of Spain, but 
each of them is exercising even more than 
kingly powders, and the titular monarchs 
are hidden in the background. 
It would 
not be utterly surprising if presently they 
.were pushed out of the picture altogether. 
In this situation 
democracy 
does not 
know just where it stands or what its pros­ 
pects are. 
The world war was fought to 
make the world safe for democracy and in 
that struggle the greatest autocracy in the 
wTorld was overthrown and utterly smash­ 
ed. 
But now, as an aftermath of the war, 
we see other autocracies headed by dic- 
"tators being set up here and there in the 
world apparently 
because 
democracy is 
failing to function in those countries. 
It 
may be just a transient phase, but it has 
a queer look and it does not seem to be in 
the line of progress, according to the con­ 
ventional idea of progress. 
♦------------- 
THE NEW TURN IN THE RUHR. 


The French have long heads as well as 
stout hearts and strong arms. It looks more 
and more as if they had sized up more ac­ 
curately than anyone 
else 
the probable 
consequences 
of their 
occupation of the 
Ruhr. 
The rest of the world shouted ruin. 
The French policy, it was said, would in­ 
evitably start a new war or else plunge a 
large part of Europe into bolshevism. But 
week followed week and no new war start­ 
ed and the bolshevist monster raised its 
head in no new place. And at last the Ger­ 
man 
government 
has 
bowed 
to 
the 
inevitable and has given up its resistance, 
passive and otherwise, to the I' rench oc­ 
cupation. 
This is just what the French said would 
happen. They said that it was only a ques­ 
tion of time. Let them keep up their pres­ 
sure— and they made it known 
to 
every­ 
one that they intended to keep it up re­ 
gardless of what might be brought ouside 
and sooner or later the Berlin govern­ 
ment would discover that the Ruhr cam­ 
paign of resistance 
could, 
after all, be 
brought to an end and that other repara­ 
tions terms 
than 
those so far suggested 
:ould, after all, be offered by Germany. 
It appears that we are coming to this 
now. 
With the withdrawal of Berlin’s fin­ 
ancial support, the Ruhr resistance is al­ 
ready at an end. 
This will meet the first 
rendition laid down by the French as nec­ 
essary to the opening of real negotiations. 
It is still too soon, however, to assume that 
$ settlement is in sight. 
It can hardly be 
ioubted that the real aim of the French is 
security nor can they be blamed tor pur­ 
ging this aim. 
What measures of a p e r ­ 


manent sort France 
considers 
necessary 
for her security the world does not know. 
She may 
consent 
to a reparations settle­ 
ment; she may obstruct and prevent any 
settlement. 
At any rate, it appears that | 
she is not the reckless and stupid blunderer 
that so many Englishmen and a number of 
Americans have 
called 
her. 
U p to this I 
point, at any rate, the results indicate that] 
she has known what she was doing and 
has accurately estimated the result.

Every once in a while, not altogether in 
fun, the theory that the world might be a!

newspapers 
comes into discussion. 
On such occasions

tured. 
One critic will be the man whose 
name was not mentioned when he thought 
it should have been. 
Another will be the 
man whose name was mentioned in con­ 
nection with an affair 
which 
he would 
have preferred to keep secret. 
The citizen 
who always buys a paper which specializes 
in scandal affirms loudly that the modern 
newspaper is a menace to the younger gen­ 
eration. 
The citizen who only voices opin­ 
ions which the newspapers have given him 
is quick to abuse his neighbor’s views on 
the ground that they are based on news­ 
paper rumor. 
So the game goes merrily 
on for the modern newspaper is an imper­ 
sonal organization on which it is easy to 
unload the blame for one’s own and others’ 
failings. 
Up in New York last week they experi­ 
enced this fancied Elysium of a world in 
which the smoothness of daily life is not 
ruffled by the intervention of “irresponsi­ 
ble journalists.” 
The effect of a single newspaperless day 
on the good burghers who dwell within 40 
minutes of Broadway seems to have been 
irritating in the extreme. 
Breakfast with­ 
out the paper was bad enough, but when 
the trip to the office, the day and the trip 
home again, all had to be made without 
the information, 
the 
stimulation and the 
solace of the printed sheets, New York was 
ready to vote the newspaper a reasonably 
worthy institution. 
Even Father Knicker­ 
bocker, as cynical a gentleman as most, is 
now willing to admit that knowledge of 
what is happening at home and abroad is 
worth having. 
All in all, as the pressmen’s strike in New 
York indicates, knocking the newspaper is 
much like criticising your wife. There may 
be some excuse for it at the time, but when 
she is no longer there the virtues which one 
overlooked seem more important than the 
faults one didn’t.

It is for this reason th a t we rarely encounter fuel-knock except w’hen 
the engine is heavily loaded, for it is only when the throttle is fully open 
th a t we attain the maximum compression within the engine cylinder. 
And it follow’s, as most of us know, that we can reduce the sensitive­ 
ness of an engine by the simple expedient of putting an extra gasket be­ 
tween the head easting and the cylinder block, or underneath the cylinders 
in those engines where the cylinder blocks are cast separate from the 
crankcase.

An overheated area within the combusion cham ber makes the engine 
highly sensitive to fuel-knock—for instance 
a spark plug with 
a long 
shell which protrudes well into the combusion chamber, particularly on 
those engines where the plug is not set over the inlet valve where it is where* 
cooled somewhat. 
It pays, with such engines, to follow’ the advice of the- j 
m anufacturer explicitly, concerning the plugs to use. 
Just such a simple 
thing as a wrong plug may cause you hours of unpleasantness. 
T hat being so, I need not emphasize unduly the importance of keep­ 
ing the cooling system in perfect trim so tnat it will he capable of throw­ 
ing off the am ount of heat it was designed to get rid of. 
We have all 
noticed that when the engine is very hot it will knock badly, however 
sweet-running it may be at moderate operating tem peratures. 
A clogged 
w ater system, a broken or slipping fan belt, an under supply of w’ater are 
all instrum ental in elevating the engine tem perature and thus are con­ 
tributory causes of fuel-knock. 
/ 
T H E PA R T T H A T CARBON PL AYS 
You may wonder at the part that carbon plays. 
It is a very simple 
thing. 
Carbon is a good heat insulator. 
When the inside of the combus- 
tion cham ber is coated with it, and a firm layer reposes on top of the 
piston, it holds into the burning charge a considerable quantity of the 
heat which should be carried off through the cooling system. 
And it | 
also occupies space within the combusion cham ber reduces the clearance i 
volume, and increases the compression, therefore, the tem perature also is I 
increased. 
So for these two reasons carbon 
induces 
higher 
temperatures, a s 
greater tendency for the fuel to knock and is to be avoided. 
And in 
realization of this fact, lubrication engineers who have made a careful 
study of the lubrication requirements of the internal combusion engine 
will recommend, in all cases, an oil of exactly the proper body and char­ 
acter to burn cleanly in the am ounts reaching the combustion chamber. 
So, before the correct oil can be recommended for any engine, to | 
satisfy this condition, the engine design must be analyzed very carefully ; 
in the light of past experience to determine, first, the quantity of oil that j 
will reach the combusion cham bers under average service conditions; 
second, the am ount of heat available to burn up this excess oil. 
If there is I 
ample heat, as for instance on aviation and tractor engines which work ! 
hard and burn a lot of fuel, the heavier-bodied oils can be used. 
But in the case of engines which are lightly loaded, which rarely run | 
at full throttle and then only for a short time, and which idle a lot—like ! 
your automobile engine, for instance—the lighter-bodied cleaner-burning j 
oils must he recom mended in order th a t the excess amounts will be J 
burned cleanly under the moderate tem peratures prevailing.

Your engine’s requirem ents have been properly analyzed by 
the Board—every factor affecting lubrication duly considered—thorough 
tests made— and then the proper recommendation is entered on this Chart 
so that dealers who care can give you*the oil which will lubricate your 
engine with scientific exactness. 
Motor car m anufacturers are beginning to realize the importance of 
Correct Lubrication and realize that intensive study is necessary before ! 
the correct oil can be ascertained. 
Hence, they refuse to leave the selec- I 
tion of the correct oil to the car owner or even the car dealer.

drain your crankcase—but do not let him flush it out with kerosene, for 
that dilutes the fresh oil—and after draining have him fill it up with the 
proper am ount of oil of the correct grade. 
That will stop the knocking—and not only that, but it will do a lot 
of other things that the correct oil should do in the way of improving 
engine performance.

There is little difference mechanically between two- 
( wheel brake and four-wheel brake m echanism s. 


Front-wheel brakes are merely added capacity, of 
conventional design. All four brakes are operated by 
the foot pedal. 


_^The emergency brakes on rear wheels or transm is­ 
sion, operated by the hand lever, are retained in all 
four-wheel brake systems. 
Controversy already exists between four - wheel 
brake advocates as to the relative m erit of external or 
internal types of brake pressure on front wheels. 


Theduplication of parts, added weight, and increased 
friction of four-wheel brakes are com m on knowledge. 


If four-wheel brakes were necessary, safe, and simple 
in operation, their existence would be justified, even 
w ith these im pedim enta. 


The factory makes proper adjustm ent of clearances 
between brake linings and drum s. 


After the factory ships the car, its responsibility 
ceases for brake adjustm ents, and the responsibility 
is shifted to the owner. 


Electric starters, battery ignition, and vacuum 
tan k s are acknowledged developments in the evolu­ 
tion of the autom obile. They are built complete, 
encased in housings by the factory, are practically 
autom atic and require few adjustm ents. Four-wheel 
brakes are in an entirely different category. 


Numerous dealers and factory branch salesmen 
selling four-w heel brake cars, are already advising 
buyers th a t the front brakes may be disconnected, if 
they are not wanted. This would m ean, of course, 
th a t the extra weight and im pedim enta would be car­ 
ried around uselessly. 


O ther front-wheel brakes are adjusted for such 
weak pressure th a t they cannot lock the front wheels, 
and the brakes are thus merely camouflage. 


Four-wheel brakes will cause more trouble and 
accidents in a m onth th an they will prevent in a year. 


In fact, the Rolls-Royce Company states th a t “ they 
•how such decidedly dangerous disadvantages th a t 
they are considered unsafe to put in the hands of the 
general public, and are not nearly the equal of the 
powerful, efficient, lasting, and easily equalized brake 
design now employed in our design.” 


Four-wheel brakes have been a bone of contention 
in England since 1910, and yet today only 5 or 6 of the 
150 odd English m akes of cars use them at all. Several 
m anufacturers use them as optional equipm ent, or 
furnish them on one of their models only. 


Adherents of four-wheel brakes claim th a t they 
(/) perm it quicker stopping and (2) prevent skidding. 
I These are the only claims m ade for four-wheel brakes. 
W ith front-wheel brakes fully applied, quicker stop­ 
ping is possible. This is not denied. 


T h a t quick stopping which locks the front wheels 
is an advantage, is vigorously denied. Such stopping 
is positively dangerous, because steering control is 
im m ediately lost. 


The claim th a t four-wheel brakes prevent skidding 
and sliding is denied. No m atter what kind of brakes 
are used, skidding will occur if wheels are locked be- 


fore the m o m en tu m of the car is offset by the resist* 
once of the road or pavement, whether dry or wet. 
Skidding on wet pavements can be reduced to the 
m inim um , with either two- or four-wheel brakes, only 
by slowing down speed and gentle brake pressure with 
clutch engaged. 
Disadvantages of Four- Wheel Brakes 


Against the only advantage (?) of four-wheel brakes, 
namely, quicker stopping, there are six serious dis­ 
advantages which make them mechanically im prac­ 
ticable, dangerous, uncomfortable, and expensive to 
owners, as follows: 
1. Danger of Accidents. With permission, we quote 
from a recent circular of the Rolls-Royce Company to 
their dealers, upon which we cannot improve: 


“ Basically, the fault with front-wheel brakes lies in the 
danger of front-wheel skids, which are uncontrollable and 
consequently vastly more dangerous than a rear-wheel skid. 
“ It m ust be appreciated, first of all, that for their ability to 
steer the car the front wheels depend on their rolling m otion. 
When front wheels cease to roll they lose all power to steer 
the car, which slides straight ahead on a flat road, or into 
the ditch if on a crowned or cambered road. 
“When the brakes are used in an emergency it is of primary 
importance that the direction of the car should be under con­ 
trol; that is, that the car can be steered from the tim e that 
the brakes are applied until it is brought to a com plete stop. 
“ When an obstacle suddenly presents itself (as in night 
driving) the driver’s instinct is to immediately apply the 
brakes as hard as possible. 
“ If, under these conditions, the front wheels are suddenly 
locked, disaster may overtake the driver, through inability 
to control the car’s direction, even though it may stop 
before m eeting the obstacle. 
“ In traffic driving the ability to dodge — to control the 
direction of the car—is of alm ost equal importance with the 
ability to stop. 
“On a wet ror sprinkled city street, granting that the 
front-wheel brakes were perfectly equalized, the car would 
slide straight ahead unable to take advantage of traffic 
conditions, either right or left. 
" 
“ If the brakes were not perfectly equalized, im m ediately 
t the pressure was applied, the front wheels would take on a 
\ skid, which would be uncontrollable, in whichever direction 
‘the equalization of the brakes was faulty. 
“ In traffic driving, under m ost favorable conditions (per­ 
fectly equalized brakes and dry pavement) a sudden applica­ 
tion of the brakes checks the car so precipitately that cars 
following have been known to crash into the car ahead, 
causing a rear end wreck through not having stopping room 
and tim e. ^ 
» 
“ It is, of course, obvious that front-wheel brakes present 
double the difficultyof keeping the brakes properly equalized, 
f 
“ Aside from the above apparent defects in front or four- 
wheel braking, there is the stiffening effect on the steering 
to take into consideration when the brakes are applied, and 
the drag on the steering unless the braking effects on both 
wheels is absolutely equalized. This, of itself, constitutes 
a serious disadvantage reflected in the handling of the car.” 
i 
2. Adjustm ents by Owner. Brakes m ust be properly 
adjusted, lubricated, and kept free from dirt, gravel, 
and foreign substances, to prevent unequal pressure 
of brakes and possible locking of front wheels. The 
burden of this responsibility rests on the owner, not 
on the factory. 
3. Added Impedimenta and Lubrication. Four- 
wheel brakes double the num ber of parts in the brak­ 
ing m echanism , add about one hundred pounds of 
unsprung weight to the front end of the car, and 
create from twenty to thirty additional places (mostly 
inaccessible) requiring lubrication which m ust be 
applied by hand. 
A. Decreased Car Efficiency. The added weight, 
extra parts, and increased friction resulting from four- 


wheel brakes decrease to some degree the efficiency of 
the car. 
Poorer acceleration, reduced hill-clim bing 
ability, and increased gasoline consumption result. 


5. Harder Steering and Control. The increase in 
unsprung weight, added parts, and friction neces­ 
sarily increase the strength required to steer the car 
and to operate the brakes. 


6. Expense of Maintenance. Extra service work in 
repairing, adjusting, and relining brakes puts the car 
in the shop oftener and increases the expense of 
m aintenance. 


Patent Situation 


Four-wheel brakes have been in existence for about 
twenty years, during which tim e thousands of patents 
have been taken out in Europe and the United States, 
m any of which have expired, and it is very doubtful if 
there are any basic patents preventing the use of 
four-wheel brakes. 


European Experience 


European m anufacturers have experimented with 
four-wheel brakes for two decades. English m anu­ 
facturers generally refuse to use them , although there 
are a few exceptions. 
French m anufacturers use them more generally, but 
m any cars are equipped with “ servo m echanism s,’9 
which are an added attachm ent intended to prevent 
locking of front wheels, insure equalization, ease the 
pedal pressure, etc., but this device introduces further 
complications of weight, lubrication and expense. 


Trade Authorities 


AUTOMOTIVE INDUSTRIES—July 12, 1923 
“ In some cases the layout is such that the act of steering 
tends to release the front-wheel brake, rendering it less 
effective when the wheels are cramped. If, with this arrange­ 
m ent, steering is made harder, or the brakes less effective on 
a curve, or when the vehicle m ust make a sudden turn—as it 
m ust often do in an emergency—there is grave reason to 
doubt whether the braking is any safer with four- than with 
two-wheel brakes.”^ 


MOTOR WORLD—June 6, 1923 
“ If necessary precautions are not taken, skidding is liable 
to be more frequent and more serious than with rear brakes 
only.” 
Studebaker’s Position 


Studebaker research and engineering departm ents 
have been studying, experimenting with, and testing 
four-wheel brake m echanisms for two years. 
These tests merely convince us th a t four-wheel 
brakes are unnecessary, mechanically impracticable, 
and dangerous in the hands of unskilled drivers. 


The 1924 model Studebaker cars are equipped with 
brakes on the rear wheels only. The foot pedal op­ 
erates the external contracting brakes and easily locks 
both wheels. 
_ ___ 
The hand lever operates the internal expanding 
brakes, and likewise locks the wheels easily. 
The foot brakes are used in driving, and the hand 
brakes to hold the car still when parked on grades, 
also in emergencies, if necessary.
